WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 20.—Anxious in- 
quiries are heard on every side this morning 
for Col. R. C. Kerens. Up to this hour, 2 
o’clock, ali efforts to find that genial gentie- 
man have proven unavailing. There are sev- 
eral telegrams awaiting him at the Post- office 
Department. His intimate friends say that if 
he had gotten here they would have known of 
the fact ere this. Many seem to think that 
the Post-office appointment now awaits the 
result of Col. Keren’s work. Those friends 
of Col. Schuarte who an to give up 
hope are again cheerful and believe that 
after all has been explained Mr. Hyde's 
mantle will fall to their candidate. They hon- 
estiy think that the solution of the matter is 
near at hand, if Col. Kerens comes here 
for that purpose.

The Postal Telegraph Bill. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 20.—A Dill in- 
troduced by Senator Cullom to-day to estab- 
lish alimited postal telegraph service, au- 
thorizes the Postmaster-Geueral to contract 


for five years with any existing telegraph 
company for the use of its lines for 
the transmission of postal messages be- 
ces, the Postmaster- 
General having authority to determine be- 
tween what points the lines shall run. The 
messages are to be prepaid with stamps 
at rates to be fixed dy the Post- 
master-General, and are to be delivered by 
the letter-carriers upon the first mail 
delivery after they are received, and at 
such other times as the Postmaster- 
General may direct. Before making a con- 
tract with any telegraph company the Post- 
master-General shall advertise for pro- 
posals. The contract shall require the 
telegraph company to furnish other wires in 
case the lines leased shall become disabied

Louis Millers Will Take Action to 
Secure Its Repeal. 


This morning Frank Barry of Milwaukee, 
Secretary of the National Millers’ Association, 
arrived in the city and visited a number of the 
leading millers. The object of his visit was to 
consult with the locl millers in regard to co- 
operating with the Minneapolis and Milwaukee 
millers in reference to having the duty on 


jute removed. Mr. Barry spent an hour on 
Change and the matter was the 
topic of general discussion among 
those interested. The consequence 
was that a meeting of the millers was called 
for Zo'elock at which it was decided to take 
such steps as might be deemed best to secure 
the repeal of the law levying a duty on jute. 
This material enters largely into the compo- 
sition of the bagging used in export, and 
the duty that must be paid is a serious burden 
upon the millers. By a complicated and ex- 
pensive system of rebates it is possible to 
secure the return of a part of this tax, but the 
uncertainty and inounveniences attending 
this areso great that the millers want the 
entire duty to be dropped.

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THE GUERNSEY AND SCUDDER BUILDINGS 
COMPLETELY DESTROYED. 


A Number of the Surrounding Buildings 
More or Less Damaged—The Mining Ex- 
change Wrecked—Losses Foot Up a Total 
of Over $150,000—An Electric Light Wire 
Dispute.

this morning when, 
shortly after mid- 
night, the Guern- 
sey building on 
Third and Locust 
was discovered to be on fire, and, though the 
department was on hand promptly, the 
flames spread so rapidly that adjoiniag prop- 
erty was takenin, andan aggregate loss of 
over $250,000 causea. The building, numbered 
321 North Third. street, was six stories in 
height and, though not fire-proof, was the 
first one of the modern buildings erected in 
the business section to which it belonged. It 
was in every way substantial, and its space 
on every floor was fully occupied. 
AN ELECTRIC-LIGHT WIRE 
seems to have been the cause of the fire. I 
was shortly before 12:45 o’clock. that Officert 
Rife, passing the place, saw the flames shoot 
up the elevator. He immediately turned in 
an alarm from box 26, but the flames jumped 
up the elevator so rapidly and spread 80 gen- 
erally thatthe idea of saving anything was 
hopeless. Combustible material was found 
every place. There was everything to add to 
the tury of the flames, but nothing to appease 
them. In afew minutes the entire building, 
fronting on Third and Locust streets, was a 
mass of flames. Atlo’clock a second alarm 
was sent in, calling other engines to the scene. 
The firemen were handicapped by the charac- 
ter of the contents of the building, making 
the fire so hot, and by the net-work of wires 
running into the operating-room of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co. on the op- 
posite side of the street. Then, 
too, the wind was blowing at the 
rate of ten miles an hour, and the flames 
were being fanned and swept across tile 
etreet, endangering buildings there. But lit- 
tle damage was caused there, however, though 
the§cornicestcaught fre and some windows 
and doors were broken in. It was impossible 
to do anytning with the building in which the 
fire started, however, and 
THE FIGHT WAS GIVEN UP 
there and attention turned to the adjoining 
property. There was danger in any and 
every direction, and the department had all it 
cuuld do. Within a few minutes after the 
second alarm had been sent in the roof of the 
building occupied by the St. Louis Hotel, 
fronting on Fourth street, was seen to be 
smoking. The guests were alarmed and 
many left the building, though no damage 
was done. About 1:25 the north wall 
ots the Guernsey building fell, and a few 
minutes later the south wall went down. This 
enabled the firemen toturn their attention to 
the four-story building to the south, 319,ocou- 
pied by Kohn & Co., Carroll & Powell, W. P. 
Robertson & Co., and Gerritzen, Bowman & 
Co. Back of it is the Mining Stock Exchange, 
and across a narrow alley-way the large estab- 
Had the 
flames once got good hold on this last prop- 
erty there would under the circumstances 
have been little hope for the entire block. 
The building No. 819, it could be seen, was 
doomed. To stop the flames tnere lines of 
hose were carried tothe roof of the Wood- 
ward & Tiernan building to play on itand 
prevent sparks from catching, and to the 
roofs of the buildings on the east side of the 
street to play on fhe flames in No. 319. An im- 
mense-cornice hung from the latter by only 
afew boards, endangering the livesof fire- 
men working below. Finaliyethese supports 
were burned away and it came down with a 
crash, several of the people below narrowly 
escaping it. A few minutes later a part of the 
south wallof 319 caved in,and the flames 
swept across the alley against the Woodward 
building like a battering ram. The walls 
stood the attack, however, and at2o’clock 
the fire was under control and confined to the 
northeast quarter of the’ square, where it 
originated. Just at the close a blaze was dis- 
covered in Parker-Ritter’s, on the opposite 
side of the street, but it was quickly extin- 
guished. 
THE EXCITEMENT 
during the fire was very great, and it was 
thought for a time that there would be loss of 
life. The greatest danger of this was on the 
. side of Locust street where the 
bulidings are more or less occu 
pied for living purposes. The depart- 
ment bad early established its ability to pre- 
venttheir burning, but it was necessary to 
play on them considerable, and they were 
filled to suffocation with smoke. Officer Rife, 
knowing this, ascended the stairway, and 
raising the alarm got everybody out of the 
building except a family, aman and wife and 
two children, on the third floor. He ham- 
mered at their door with his club, but could 
getnoresponse. Descending to the street 
ust before the floors of the burning building 
ell in, sending up afresh volume of smoke, 
he again went up into the building. The smoke 
was stifling and pouring in through the broken 
windows. Thistime he did not stop to bam- 
mer, but putting his weight against the door 
forced it in. The occupants of the room, all 
sound asleep, in ignorance of their danger, 
were hastily awakened and removed from the 


bullding. 
THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
also exerted itself to save property which was 
in danger, particularly that of Woodward & 
Tiernan. As a consequence, the stock of that 
company was damaged but slightly, while the 
Mining Exchange also escaped without much 
injury. The damage to Woodward & Tiernan 
was confined to the top floor. The Salvage 
Corps got up there as soon us possible, and 
spread tarpaulins over the stock of matérial 
stored there, but smoke and water had been 
there before, and had done more or less dame 
age. On the other floors no damage whatever 
was done, 
THE GUERNSEY BUILDING 

was erected by Chas. F. Hoyle about six years 
ago, and was the property of his estate. It 
had a front on Locust and Third streets, 
though the corner of those streets was occu- 

ied by a little old building used as a saloon, 

he owner cf which has refused exorbitant 
offers to sell and thus get the eyesore out of 
the way. | 

The basement of the building was occupied 
by the Guernsey-Scudder Electric Light Oo. 
This company furnished light and power to 
stores, printing offices, etc., in different parts 
of the city, and it is supposed the fire caught 
from one of its wires. 

The Commercial Printing Co. had a valuable 
stock of goods, printing material and macbin- 
ery on the first and second floors of the Third 
street side. 

In the third floor wasalarge bookbinding 
establishment, that of Fred M. Flammger. 

Two floors above were eccupied by Dicken- 
gon & Haus as a shoe manufactory. They had 
alarge stock and a great deal of expensive 
machinery. 

Gane Bros., a New York establishment, had 
‘the Locust street side for their branch, and 
had in a large stock of goods, embracing all 
kinds of bookbinders’ supplies. 

THE OTHER BUILDING. 

No. 819 was owned by John A. Scudder. It 
was four stories in height and wasofa sub- 
stantial character.

CAN RAISE THE SALARIES 


COUNSELLOR BELL DECIDES A QUESTION 
ON THE POLICE PAY ORDINANCE, 


The Council Need Not Consult the Commis. 
sioner—Electric Lighting in a Bad Con- 
dition—No More Turkeys at the Work- 
House—Col. Fiad’s Street Signs—Muani- 
cipal Matters, 


The Municipal Assembly will meet to-night 
for the last time before the Christmas holi- 
days, and will have only two or three im 
portant measures it can dispose of before 
meeting again after New Year. 

In the Counoil the police increase bill and 
wagon tire ordinance will come up. The police 
bill will be reported from the committee 
along with an opinion rendered to-day 
by City Counselor Bell on the subject. 


It was thought that all measures in regard {o 
increasing the pay of the ele needed the 
recommendation of the Police Board. The 
question was referredto Mr. Bell by Chair- 
man Nelson of the committee, and Mr. Bell 
returned the following decision: 


Hon. N. O. Nelson, Chairman Committee on Ways 
and Means: 

Sm—I have examined House bill 335, entitled 
An ordinance to regulate and fix the salaries 
of patrolmen and turnkeys of the police force 
of the city of St. Louis, forthe purpose of 
ascertaining whether the Municipal Assembly 
have power to adopt the measure without the 
recommendation ofthe Board of Police Com- 
missioners. 

The present police organization was created 
by act of the Legislature in 1861. In the 
original act the pay of the police force was es- 
tablished. In 1863, by an amendatory act, the 
ey Shy ain established the pay ot the 
police force. In 1865 another act of the same 
character was adopted, In 1866the Legislature 
authorized the Common Council, now Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, to increasé, diminish and 
regulate the pay of the police upon the recom- 
mendation of the Police Board. In 1867 an act 
was passed giving power to the 
Police Commissioners ta _ increase 
decrease the pay of the force. The 
nextiact adopted in 1873 authorized the City 
Oouneil, now MunicipalAssembly, to fix the sal 
aries of the police force, not to exceed $90 per 
month for a patrolman and $70 per month for 
a turnkey. his last mentioned act is now in 
force. o ordinance has been adopted on the 
subiect.

None of the city officials have any idea of 
how the city and the lighting contractors will 
get out of the difficulty and none of the 
authorities seem inclined to assume 
the responsibility of taking hold ofthe thing. 
It looks very much asifthe city would be in 
darkness on New Year’s night unless the gas 
companies charitably throw in a few days’ 
lighting after January 1 for good measure. 
How the electric light company will get out of 
paying ite $1,000 a day in penalties is not 

nown, and it has been said bysome of the 
members of the Board of Public Improvements 
that there was a plan afoot for the electric 
light companies to look after the gas * — 
until the electric lights are ready, and then 
get a rebate on its penalties equal to the 
amount expended for gas.

A PROMINENT MEMBER OF THE ORGANIZA- 
TION MAKES A DEPARTURE. 


Chas. T. Whitsett Punctures the St. Louis 
' Undertakers’ Association and Lets Vay- 
light Into It by Withdrawing—He Gives 
the Reasons for the Action He Has 
Taken. 


All day yesterday the undertakers and liv- 
ery men had something new to discuss. The 
cause of the sensation was ascertained to be 
the resignation of two members—one of whom 
was Chas. T. Whitsett, who is to furnish the 
other with goods, . 

Mr. Whitsett was seen yesterday by are- 
porter, but he declined to be interviewed, 
saying he preferred, if anything was said, to 
say it himeelf over his own signature. 

To-day he furnishes the following: 

Night before last atthe regular meeting of 
the St. Louis Livery and Undertaking Asso- 
“vee I sent to it the following communica- 
tion: 

‘*Please find herewith — check for $16.50, 
the amount of fines with which you have me 
charged for non-attendance, and accept my 
resignation from the association. 

(Signed. } ‘*Onas. T. WHITSETT.’’ 

THE REASON 
is on allsides asked. The answer is, I am 
weary of being fought by professedly friendly

ohn A. Smithers, a brother member, about 
two years ago, preferred charges against me 
for letting an ‘‘outside’’ undertaker( Mr Boble)

W. G. DOWNING’S PLANS. 

In reply to a question concerning {the pur- 
port of his conference with Mr. Downing, 
President Cox said: Mr. Downing told me 
that he was very sorry that affairs were in 
their present condition. He did not wish, he 
said, to antagonize the Merchants’ Exchange 
in any manner, shape or form, or 
to Impede or hamper the members in the 
transaction of their business. But he was an 
officer of the law, and as such was obliged to 
obey it. In his opinion the action of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange in declaring 7 grain in- 
spection on the East side deliverable on 
contracts was a clear violation of the 
State inspection law, and a continuance in 
this course would subject the Exchange toa 


prosecution for violation of its charter. The 
elevators in East St. Louis were a part of the 
St. Louis system and could not, according to 
his view of the matter, avoid their legal 
duties on the viea that they were in another 
State. The Union Elevator Co. was a Mis- 
souri corporation and must obey the laws of 
Missouri. Idid not agree with his views, but 
am rather inclined to think that some com- 
promise measures by which a uniform inspec- 
tion could be secured would be advisabie.’’ 
NO COMPROMI8E. 

When the subject of a compromise was men- 
tioned on the floor it became evident that 
President Cox would find few supporters.

office, by which he was to have charge of Bast 
side inspection on condition thattwoof the 
old force should be appointed to insure com- 
— work. Burks had yagreed to this and 
ad named the man. 
A BREACH OF FAITH. 

After the others had resigned Burks sud- 
denly informed the Board of Directors that 
the men whom he had named declined to 
serve, but that he would appoint others in 
their places who in his opinion would be com- 
petent. As something was known of 
what the chief expert considered as 
constituting competency, the members of the 
Board of Directors were suspicious, and when 
they learned that the refusal of the two old 
Inspectors to serve was occasioned by the 


fact that Burks had promised them 
$2,000 a year, and when the 
resignations had been handed in, told them 


that he would give them but 51, 500, it was re- 
solved to have nothing more to do with him, 
except officialiy. What had been done once 
might be done again, and the feeling against 
entering into any compact whatever with 
Burks was very strong.

THE CONTAGION OF BOSSISM. 

The contagious quality of the spirit of 
personal bossism in politics is shown in 
an impressive manner by the scandalous 
conduct of the State Railroad Commis- 
sioners under the new grain inspection 
law. 

No less offensive term than scandalous 
can be used to describe the actions of these 
officials. Instead of treating the power 
conferred upon them, affecting important 
and wide-spread interests, as a public 
trust to be exercised solely for the good of 
the people, they have regarded it us a per- 
sonal prerogative to be used in further- 
anceof theirown personal wishes and 
political ambitions. 

They first attempted to enforce the law 
two months in advance of the proper time 
in order that the collection of fees under it 
might begin at the earliest moment. They 
next selected for the chief inspector a 
chronic office-seeker and machine poli- 
tician without the qualifications for the 
office expressly stated as necessary in the 
law. They persisted in putting him in the 
office despite the protests of grain dealers 
and grain producers. Having selected this 
political tool they used him to fill the office 
with a horde of relatives and dependents 
of themselves and their friends, totally 
unfit for the duties to be performed. In 
short, they have turned this important 
business office into a personal and partisan 
machine. 

Because the grain-dealers, whose busi- 
ness is threatened with irreparable in- 
jury by this outrageous course of the 
commissioners, have attempted to defend 
their interests, they are trying to pervert 
the law and wrest the legal machinery of 
the State to their purposes, even at the 
risk of destroying the grain trade of Mis- 
souri. in order to gain their political ends. 

But their acts are mere imitations of the 
acts of higher officials. Whatcan be ex- 
pected of railroad commissioners who 
have the example of a Governor who 
keeps the burden of a high-salaried, use- 
less office on the people to reward a 
political adherent? who uses the Police 
Board of the metropolis of the State as 
his personal machine at the sacrifice of 
the enforcement of the law? and who 
uses the whole appointive power and in- 
fluence of his office to gain his ambitious 
aims? 

The little political bosses are made by 
the big political bosses. The destructive 
fever of bossism, if it is not checked, 
spreads through the whole party.

CAN'T SHIP LIVE POULTRY. 


A Shortage in Coops Produced by the 
Freight-Car Famine. 


The poultry men are not a little embar- 
rassed by the conditions that prevall on the 
railroads in regard to freigbt- car service, and 
the freight famine is troubling them to no 
small extent. The troubie isnot that they 
cannot bring the goods tothe city, but that 
they cannot send back their coops to the 
farmers fora new consignment. It has been 


the practice to send as many coops to the 
consigners as were required, empty them and 
return them for a fresh shipment. In this 
— the same crops and crates were used over 
and over again, the railroad companies taking 
them out on their empty cars and delivering 
them wherever required. This year, how- 
ever, the demand for cars !s 80 great that the 
railroad companies have nearly universally 
refused to fill their cars with empty boxes, as 
they were required at many points for the 
receipt of grain and other freight, and 
the demand was 80 great in proportion 
to the supply that it was said 
to be impossibie to delay the empties for the 

urpose ofdelivering crops. The consequence 
s that the dealers have an immense stock of 
coops on hand, in many cases seriously en- 
croaching upon the floor rooms in their stores, 
while the farmers have nothing in which to 
send their geese, ducks and chickens to mar- 
ket, T uble is felt principally in the 
live fo trade, as dressed birds can be 
shipped in almost anythin that 
wil hold them, although rom let- 

ters received from country shippers it 
appears that unless there are some 
means devised of relieving the famine of the 
farmers from the superfiuity of the consign- 
ers, the receptacle problem in all its branches 
will become a very serious one, Already 
nearly every empty box and barrel has been 
shipped, and itis difficult to provide substi- 
tutes. This condition of affairs is peculiarly 
unfortunate atthe present time, as the unus- 
ual mildness ofthe weather has greatly dis- 

couraged the shipment of dressed poultry and 
encouraged that of live fowls.

THE PITTSBURG SCHOOL WAR. 


Two Lively Meetings, at Which There Was 
Considerable Excitement. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCRH. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 20.—Under the aus- 
pices of the National Reform Association, two 
largely attended mass-meetings were held 
here Wednesday afternoon and evening to 
protest against Roman Catholic interference 
with public schools. The demonstration, it 
was stated, was brought about bythe utter- 
ances of the recent Catholic Congress and the 


inroads which parochial schools in Pittsburg 
are making upon the attendance atthe public 
schools. Atthe afternoon meeting the Rev. 

° Haynes. D. D., a _ Presbyterian 
clergyman, and Miss M W. Cusack, 
— nun of Kenmare, were the 

akers. Dr. Haynes denounced the Roman 
C urch for what he called its efforts to throttle 
the public school system and declared that 
all the public asked was that no sect be al- 
lowed to interfere. Miss Cusack followed 
with an attack upon the Jesuits, and said that 
if Protestants wanted to turn this country 
over to infidelity they should place Jeguite in 
control. She averred that to become a Jesuit 
aman must vote as his superior dictates. 
Miss Cusack declared that there never was a 
safe country where Jesuits were in control. 
She alleged that they were doing their hard- 
est workin America, and in New York had 
gotten Mayor Hewitt out and put their special 
favorite in power. Atthe evening meeting 
there were many Catholics in the hall, and 
when Miss Cusack came forward she was vig- 
orously hissed, When she expressed her wi! 
ingness to an r questions there was a wild 
scene of dibörder. A score of persons, 
among them students of the Holy Ghost 
College, arose to their feet at once 
and shouted all sorts of questions at her. 
Finally quiet was restored and she continued 
to giscuss what she termed the ‘‘godless 
Catfiolic schools.’ Harvey Henderson, a 
well-known attorney, and the Rev. David Mo- 
Allister, D. D., a leading Reformed Presby- 
terian minister, also made addresses. Both 
argued against the proposition made by Cath- 
olſos that they be given a proportionate share 
of public taxes for the support of parochial 
schools. 

The meeting passed a series of resolutions 
protesting against any concessions to Oath- 
olics by the public school authorities, and 
against appropriation of any money ‘‘to 
schools which advocated principles in opposi- 
tion to the ideas of American Government.’’

A fact which 
will probably heighten the interest in the 
lecture is the belief in Catholic circles that 
the reverend Archbishop is soon to be ap- 
pointed as America’s second Cardinal.

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A Queer Case. 


There is aqueer case just now stirring the 
hearts of the priests ofthe Church of En- 
gland, says the St. Louis Parish Record. A 
Mrs. Swayne, one of the parishioners of the 


Parish af Hoo (the Rev. Mr. Benson, vicar), 
had deliberately joined the Metbodists and re- 
ceived their communion. She afterwards 
came to the parisn church and demanded the 
right to be permitted to receive the sacrament 
from the rector, notwithstanding the: canon 
which explicitly forbids the cemmunication of 
any such person. Mrs. Swayne brought suit 
against Mr. Benson before the civil courts 
to make the rector receive her at 
the rail, Mr. Benson referred the 
matter to his bishop, the Bishop of 
Rochester, whom some of our parishioners 
will remember to have seen in the Church of 
the Holy Communion, with Bishop Robertson. 
Bishop Thorold, to the surprise of church- 
men, turned the case over to Lord Penzance, 
who is the judge of a court created by Parlia- 
ment to supplant the Court of Arches, the 
Spiritual Court of the Province of Canterbury. 
Of course Mr. Benson took no notice of the de- 
cree of any such tribunal, and is now likely to

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THE LAKE JOHANNA HORROR. 


Strong Verdict of the Ceroner’s Jury Censur- 
ing Public Officials. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 20.—The jury which 
was impaneled Wednesday by Coroner 
Quinn to investigate the Lake Jobanna hor- 


ror, brought in a verdict iast night which 
has caused a sensation. Contrary to the 
customs and traditions of coroners’ jurios, 
this one bas not overlooked anything or any- 
body in pursuing its investigation or in its 
verdict. Every detail of the shocking mutila- 
tion of the body found buried on the shores 
of Lake Jobhansa in a whisky barrel labeled 
a ‘‘traitor,’’ is now known. In its verdict the 
jury strongly charges 9 Health Commis 
sioner H. F. Hoyt and his son, Mark Hoyt; 
Dr. J. H. Murphy, the moss prominent phys!- 
clan in St. Paul; Bert Austin, son of ex-Gory. 
Austin, and Geo. Lynch, an electrician, with 
flagrant violation ofthe State law, and the 
laws of human decency. The statutes bearing 
on the subject of dissection are all to be 
defective, and the enactment of more strin- 
gent measures is urged. Everybody connected 
with the outrage, from the St. Paul & Duluth 
Railway Co. which negiceted to give the 
decent burial, it being that of one of its 
employes kilied while on duty, to the driver 
ot the cart which conveyed the barrel-coffin 
and its contents to Lake Johanna, is strongly 
censured, and the verdict is conceded to be 
the most sweeping ever returned bya jury 
thie State.
